Averiek again elnded Justice, and flod 
to the Pocataligo region, where he took 
the name of 8ara Grant and ctmmeuc^d 
living with a woman from Fairfield 
county, claiming her as his wife. Short- 
ly afterward he went up U> Fairfield and 
got work from Dargan Brown. Ke 
miide frequent visits from there to C<>\- 
leton, his former lioine. Detectives 
have Ix i ii on his trail for inoiiths. He 
was some weeks siuce liM-ated here, and 
from iieiv triwed to Fairfield. After

Tlie removal 
occasioned surprise, but Mr. Womble 
did not seem to have any ill-will tow ;u(l 
Mr. Craig and the two never had a quar- 
rel before yestt'iday aftei ii(m>ii so far us 
is known. 

What brought on the difHculty is not 
yet very clear. Both men ore is'aeeabie 
and always cordial in their demeanor to 
all. Mr. Womble called ouMr. Crai^' 
at his room shortly after noon, and tlie 
tight commenced behind the do-.d 
doors and wjw a terrific one. Mr. ( 'n i; 
tired one fatal shot at Wouii>i( in .In- 
apiirimeut, who imm(»diately ran out i.i 
to the hall, pursued by (" raig. H.iil 
way down the stairs Womble fell e.\ 
hausted from the wouud. Craig de 
scended, and, standing over him, 
snapi)ed the pistol several times. It 
failed to work, and he broke tlie 
weaiMiii. Then he shut if up and -liu' 
at Womble twice, one ball eiiieriiig tn • 
abdomen and passing aliim-t tliro<.;..i 

the iKKly. Eiilier of ilie md- re 

ceived would have caused .ath and 
Womble e.\[iireil iii a few uiintites, mak 
ing an ante mortem statement lii.if 
Craig had invited liiiu to his r>K)m and 
then ^hot him from iK'.iind. Inlen>e 
excUeiiioiit fallowed the shooting. Bo 'i 
men were most prominent, esix^ciai'v 
Trustee (.'raig, who is a young man anil 
a great favorite in society; ( 'raig was 
slightly injured in the fight, and is be- 
ing guarded iu his r<K)m.

SEVERAL BATTLES ^ FOUGHT.

Nkw York, Feb. 1.1.— .\ lato arrival 
IVoiii the I-tliiiiiis .if I'auama brings ill- 
torma'ioti of the seriousness of the revo- 
lution now in progress in the republic of 
Colombia. Battles have been fought at 
I everul places in the interior, which the 
government reports as disastrous to the 
i-evolutionists. but the agents of the 
rebels usseri that this is not true.

One of the qaaintest .si;,'ht!i in .lapau 
Is a fli'a Boudteds uf houses are often 
burned in the space of a few boon, and 
little «)r i.ot'jing can bo done to ntap the 
progress of the flomes, tMpecially on a 
windy i!ay. If you ex( i pt the roof, which 
is nui'le ef tiles Japanese houses are 
built entire ly of straw wood, liaiuboo 
and paper, in tho poorer districts houses 
are packed close together, and thcreforo 
if one happens to catch fire eometimes 
the whole street is burned down with 
ineredibh^ lapidity. and tho Are only 
stops at soiuo open space where it oail- 
iiot po.ssibly spn ad furtlu r. Ic is not un- 
usual iu Tokyo or some of tho larger 
towns to hear of a thousand or even 
TQore bonses having been destroyed in 
an afternoon or dnrlng the night 

No one is more afraid of fires than tho 
.Tapaiicse, and high ladders nro posted at 
short intervals all over the towns and in 
all the larger villages, on tho tup of 
which ladders a watchman sits all night 
and iu oaie of fire rings a large bell 
hanging fMm the topi If rang at long 
intervals, the Are is distant, and one 
need not worry oneself about turning 
out of one's fountangs. If rung a little 
quicker, the fire is not far, but there 
need be no apprehension. But if the bell 
is vigorously and quickly tolled then 
yon may aa well Miy gtwdby to your 
house, because in perhaps a f^mlmitM 
it will be reduced to a mass of aahei. 

The Japanese are wonderful at turn- 
ing out at all hours of the night, even 
forgoing to look at a fire, and men. wo- 
men and children in the ooldeat nights 
in winter think nothing of walking flTe 
or six miles to go and look at a big 
blaze. If the Are happens to be nnar, the 
excitenient increaeeain propurtiun to tho 
probability of one's house being burned 
down. You Bee people half scared and 
screaming, getting water wherever they 
can in pails, wash basini. tuba or any- 
thing they can lay hold of and throw- 
iii),' it all over the woodwork so as to 
diminish the chances of its catching fira 
Then as tho fire draws nearer, and tho 
only water available has already hn n 
coubumod, the process of saving what 
one can is pat into practice. Theamido, 
or wooden shutters, and the sholjis, pa- 
per walls, are quickly taken down and 
tirought iutr a safe place: tho mats are 
lifted out of their places, and with the 
few article;, ot furniture are quickly re- 
moved. So that when the Are oonies it 
only deatroyc the wooden frame of the 
tkonse and the roof That is alL It it 
seldom that life is lost iu these fires, ex- 
cept soiuetiiiiOB when ohildrer. 'ir old 
people are unable to move, and once 
surrounded by flames they oannot be 
reached and often per*sii.
